Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to submit to you the 
Annual Report on the health of the Distriet for the 
year 1920. 

The population (Census 1911) was 4, 689 
estimated fer 1920 by the Registrar General for the 
purpeses of death rate and birth rate 5,125. 

The District is attueted on the Seuthern 
slope of the Calder Valley and has an area of 1,838 
acres. The boundary on the North and West is formed 
py the River Calder, on the South and East by the 
Ashfiela an2 Choke Chur. becke, The higuest point, 

175 feet aboere sea level, is situated about a mile from 
the Western end of the District and the lowest,50 feet 
above sea level, at the extreme Eastern end, 

Several coal seams run through the District 
the working of waned has and is causing continued 
subsidence resulting in damage to buildings, draina, 
waterpipes etc, The inhabitants are chiefly employed 
in coal mining, railway ana agricultural work, Unemployment 
is rare and very Little poor law relief ds necessary, The 
interest in the cultivation of allotments is well maintained 

Water 4s supplied by the Wakefield Corporation. 
There is no scarcity and owing to its treatment no eases 


of lead poisoning have eccurred. 
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Drainage and sewerage are adequate. 

Privies with open middens number 38. Fail or 
Tub closets 16. -‘Privies with covered middsnsa 578 
Water Closets 407. Waste water Closets 14. Number 
of Frivies converted inte Vater Clesets during the 
year 9. Refuse is disposed of by tipping. The 
prevision of covered-in-carts for the conveyance of 
midden and bin contents would be an imprevement on the 
present system, 

The Milk supply for the District has been ample. 
The general condition of tae Cow-sheds is noderate. 

Slaughter houses number 4 and are out of date. 

No prosecutions took place under the Feod and 
Drugs Act, One fore quarter of beef weighing 205 lbs 
was surrendered, 

The Elementary Schools were visited on many 
oceasions. . The Colliery Infants Sehool was closed 
from February 21st to March 8th and infants under five 
excluded from the Lee Brig and National Scheels ewins 
te an outbreak of Manel en. The number of cases cewld 
not be ascertained owing to the abolition of notification. 

During the year 27 cases of Searlet Fever were 
revorted, 24 being gent to Hospital. Diphtheria 2, both 
sent to Hospital. Erysipelas 5, Puerperal Fever 1. 
Lebar and Broncho Pneumonia 27. Pulmonary Tuberculesis 9. 
Other forms of Tuberculosis 3. Ophthalmia Neenatorum 1. 

The provision of a certified Midwife dn addition 


te a District Nurse has been a great boon to the semmunity. 
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Daring the year 2,040 Generel Nursing visits 
were paid and gasaol visite 235, Under Noti fientiens 
of Birtan 198 visite were pald alae 4,748 aeelth vieite 
ans @1 prenatal visits.  Sesegls ware visite, en 37
